The interference of the pupils, not at 
that time undergoing discipline for the 
dormitory trouble, in preventing the in 
fiction of punishment by the superin- 
tendent, we consider, deserves our un- 
qualified condemnation, and equal punish- 
ment with the pupils whom they sought 
to release. 

AS TO THE SaOOJTD (.HAKC.K, VIZ ! 

"That the Superintendent has requir 
ed all correspondence between the pupils 
and parents and friends to pass under his 
personal supervision." 

This charge is not denied. it is a 
complaint against a long established rule 
of the Institution, and one which .seems 
to have obtained very generally in simi- 
lar institutions in other States. In view 
of the many embarrassments that beset 
all deaf-mutes, especially the less ad- 
vanced class of pupils, in their expres- 
sion and communication of ideas, we re- 
gard the rule that requires a persona] 
supervision of the correspondence of the 
pupils as a wise and necessary one, but 
it should be applied with prudence to 
the advanced pupils. 

AS TO THE TIMKIJ CHAHCIK, VIZ : 

"That the Su]>erintendent has boos 
guilty of misappropriating the private 
funds of the pupils to his own use." 

This charge was not sustained by tbe 
evidence, and we found no facts to justi- 
fy the charge.
